STONEY A LIFE SAVER 


Naval Commander Has Prevented 
Many From Finding Watery Graves 
—First American to Explore 


the Yukon Region. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Naval cir- 
cles in Washington are discussing the good 
luck of Commander George M. Stoney in 
being om hand just in time to save lives, 
As soon as Commander Stoney was gradu- 
ated from the naval academy, years ago, 
it was his fortune, as a young ensign, to 
rescue a number of sallors from drowning, 
performing a deed of conspicuous daring, 
for which he was signally recognized by his 
superior officers. Several] times he has dis- 
played his coolness and courage in danger- 
ous emergencies. 

His latest exploit was in the harbor of 
Havana last Sunday, when, as commander 
of the Dolphin, his prompt action ande 
forethought, during a violent squall, saved 
the lives of five Cubans after they had 
been abandoned to their fate by every- 
body else, including the crew of a British 
vessel. 

When the storm swept over-the harbor, 
Commander Stoney instantly saw that lives 
of a number of Cubans in small boats in 
the harbor were imperiled and at once 
called for volunteers to man the boats to 
go to the rescue. The entire crew mapeee 
forward immediately, but only enough to 
man the boats could be told off.

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Provisions Named by Legis” 
lature Under Which Banks 
May Open. 


GURTHIE, 0. T., March 28.—One of the 
important measures passed by the recent 
legislature and receiving the approval of 
the governor is the banking law. Some of 
its provisions are as follows: 

Hereafter the capital stock, which ghall 
be fully paid up, shall not be less than 
$10,000 in towns or cities having less than 
2300 inhabitants; the capital stock, which 
Shall be fuliy paid up, shall not be less 
than $15,000 in cities having more «than 
2500 and less than 6000 inhabitants; the 
capital stock, which shall be fully paid 
up, shall not be leas than $20,000, in cities 
havine more than 5000 and less than W,- 
000 inhabitants; the capital stock, which 
shall be fully paid up, shall not be less 
than $25,000 in cities having over 10.000 
inhabitants; and in addition to the other 
requirements of the law. the charter of 
any such bank shall Contain the name 
and place of residence of each of its stock- 
solders and the amount of stock sub- 
scribed by each, and such other provisions 
not inconsistent with the law, as the 
stockholders may deem proper. The 
charter shall be subscribed by at least 
three of the stockholders of the propesss 
bank, and shall be acknowledged by. them.

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British Officials Will Return 
the Hero of Omdurman to 
His Loved Scotland. 


PARIS, March 28.—After a conference at 
the British embassy at noon today between 
the officials and representatives of the 
family of Major-General Sir Hector Mac- 
Donald, who killed himself at the Regina 
Hotel here on Wednesday, a statement was 
issued that the body would be removed to 
Scotland and expressing an earnest de- 
aire for the strictest privacy. 
In spite of the cloud hanging over the 
general at the time of his suicide, he is 
very popular in England. Of all the King’s 
soldiers who have left behind them careers 
of gallant service, hardly.a one hag left 
a record more colored by tha romance of 
the battlefield than the Highlander Hector 
MacDonald. His sobriauet of “Fighting 
Mac,”’ given by the rank and file of the 
army, was indorsed by the British people 
in the Boer war and his promotion to an 
Indian command was looked upon as only 
the stepping stone to still higher military 
appointments. 
At the time of the battle of Paardeberg, 
Hector Macdonald was in the eyes of the 
multitude in England, the man of the war. 
The public surrounded him with a halo of 
heroism, considering him the lion-hearted 
and invincible and as a self-made man, one, 
in fact, of themselves. They spoke proudly 
of his having been a draper’s assistant. In- 
spired with martial ardor, he having 
learned his drills from a retired corpora! 
at Inverness, and enlisted in the ranks. 
His. wound at Paardeberg caused much 
anxiety, but it was not dangerous, though 
severe. He hed been summoned from In- 
dia, where he had been serving since the 
Egyptian campaign, to proceed to South Af- 
rica, when the Boer war broke out and 
when the Highlend brigade lost. its chief. 
Gen. Wauchope, on the black night of 
Magersfontein, Macdonald received the 
command of the Scottish regiments. He re- 
mained. in-the field throughout the cam-

HELENA, Mont., March 2.—President 
Rooseévelt won't be dllowed to kill more 
than three deer while he is in Montana 
unless he breaks the law. As he is @ 
non-resident he will also be compelled to 
pay a hunter's license of $3 if he goes after 
“big game.” If he is content with “small 
game.” such as partridge, prairie chicken, 
duck, ete., he will be let off with the 
parment of $).50. 

The legislature which has just adjourned 
passed most stringent game laws, but the 
bill was introduced before it was known

“ven with the strict game law. the Pres- 
ident will have an abundance of sport if 
he wishes to take up his rifle and invade 
the meuntainous section. The killing of 
moose is prohibited at all times. but the 
President can hunt deer, elk, Rocky Moun- 
tain goats and the finest of all shooting, 
the Hocky Mountain sheep. 

Oniy the most skillful hunters are ever 
able to bag the Rocky Mountain sheep. It 
frequents only the most inaccessible crags 
of the mountains. and because of its aguil- 
ity and sense of smell) it frequently knows 
the whereabouts of the hunter long be:ore 
the hunter sees it, if he,does at all. 

The object of the passage af the law 
regulating the number of deer and other 
big game to be killed ia to prevent hunt- 
ers who are after pelts and the teeth of 
the ek from exterminating these animals. 
The demand for elk teeth, the official in- 
Signia of a recent benevolent order, has 
been so great that many hunters kill elk 
sclely for the teeth. 

There is no limit placed on the number 
oF Rocky Mountain sheep a hunter may 
kill. The legislators, knowing the wari- 
ness of this little animal, thought it was 
vell able to take care of itself. Chinese 
and Japanese pheasants and quall are pro- 
tected for five years. 

The new law relating to the killing of 
me game’ may work a hardship on people 
iiving in the mountains who depend upon 
their rifies for their meat. 

This is especially true of prospectors and 
others who are in mountain fastnesses, far 
from civilization. These ople are not 
articularly alarmed, as the do not be- 
leve any jury would seuviet them for 
violating the law if they could show that 
— made the kills for the purpose of sup- 
plying themselves with food.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Rain-in-the- 
Face and his chums will have to buy new 
visiting cards if the Indian bureau has its 
way, because that bureau has decided to 
change the names of Indians to plain “‘Bill 
Brown” and the tike. : 

It is likely that this innovation will cause 
as much indignation and excitement among 
the red men as did the now famous order 
of Commissjoner Jones, since revoked, in- 
Stituting compulsory hair cutting among 
the nation’s wards. ‘ 

Commissioner Jones explains that the 
revision will be a great advantage as £ 
will eliminate not only the unpronounc- 
able but the vulgar Indian names as well, 
and substitute permanent names that will 
show family relationship and thus enable 
the titles and allotments to be left clear 
on the government records. 

Instead of the Indian equivalents of such 
names as Rain-in-the-Face, Jumping Bear, 
Young Man Fond of Dog,.Chief Who Beats 
His Mother-in-Law, wo Tails, Eagle 
Heart and the like, the records will show 
a nomenclature of which John Brown, 
William Smith, James Jones, Henry Green 
and Thomas White are fair examples. 

Commissioner Jonegand the other officers 
of the bureau belie that Io won't care 
what he is called on the government rolls 
as long as he gets his land allotment and 
rations, but others who have studied the 
Indian characteristics think there will be 
more excitement on the reservations when 
the new christening is over tnan_ that 
which followed the get-your-hair-cut order.

The Only Interview With Her Secured by 
a Newspaper Since She Was Arrested 
in May, 1889, Charged With Having 
Poisoned Her Husband. 


HE only interview with Mrs. May- 
brick secured for any newspaper 
since her incarceration in May, 

188 appeared in the Post-Dispatch Aug. 
17, 1902. It was written by Harriet Hub- 
bard Ayer who had been sent abroad on 
severa] commissions by the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. The interview is 
worth reproduction in its entirety now. 
LONDON, Aug. 4.—I have seen and talked 
for at least half an hour with Florence 


Maybrick, the American woman who for 13 | 


years has languished in an English prison 
for a crime which she has protested from 
the first she never committed—the murder 
of her husband. 

I was in London during the time of Mrs. 
Maybrick's trial, in 1889, and in commen 
with thousands of others, followed. the 
case word for word, event after event. 

Mrs. Maybrick was condemned to be 
hanged, but five days before the time set 
for her execution her sentence was com- 
muted to life imprisonment because (1 
quote from the court records) ‘‘the— evi- 
dence does not exclude a reasonable doubt 
whether James Maybrick's death was in 
fact caused by the administration of 
arsenic.”’ 

The commutation of Mrs. Maybrick’s sen- 
tence for the reason given by the English 
court attracted extraordinary attention and 
sympathy for the American woman, and 
no prisoner accused of a capital offense 
has ever had such powerful friends exert 
ing all their comb’ned strength to effect 
release as she has had.

Florence Maybrick’s unhappy fate has al- 
ways lain heavily on my heart. 

When I reached London, in May, I 
once set to work to get permission to visit 
Aylesbury prison, where Mrs. Maybrick has 
for the past seven years been confined. 

One evening not long ago I went with a 
party of newly formed English acquaint- 
ances for a ride on top of a bus—quite the 
fashionable diversion in London at present. 
A gentleman of our party, an Dnglish M. 
P., who sat next to me, pointed out Hol- 
loway jail as we passed that institution, 
and said: “You know that it fs the jal! 
where Oscar Wilde served time and the Ear! 
of Russell was imprisoned. If you would 
like to visit it I will get you a permit.” 

In an inetant I caught at a chance—a 
possible chance. 

“I care more for seeing a woman's pris- 
on,” I replied. “TI have heard of Aylesbury 
as a model institution. I should like very 
much to visit it before I go home." 

An engagement to go to Aylesbury two 
daye later was made. 

Accompanied by one of.the lady visitors 
I reached Aylesbury prison at thd appointed 
time.

I am obliged to have thia Gable 
between us. It Is so even when my mother 
comes to see me; she is not permitted to 
come any nearer or to touch me.” 

“Do you mean,” I asked, “that your 
mother is not permitted to kiss you?’ 

“Oh, no—never. It 1s 13 years since I have 
felt the touch of my dear mother's hand 
even.”’ 

Mrs. Maybrick is a little.over five feet in 
height. She cannot possibly weigh over 
ninety pounds. Her face has the deadly 
waxen look which long privation of sun- 
light and fresh air inevitably produce. 

Her features are not regular, but very 
pleasing—very gentile.

But I looked into Mrs. Maybrick’s eyes 
determined to evoke a response—determined 
to send a little message to that poor, hap- 
less soul, no matter what followed.

You must’ not think 
you are forgotten. We hope soon you will 
be free.”’ 

The blue eyes grew human and tender 
and looked into mine, still with the despair- 
ing gaze. The colorless lips parted in a 
painful attempt to smile, disclosing beauti- 
ful white teeth, and in a low, refined voice, 
very Engtish in. pitch and inflection, Mrs. 
Maybtrick said: 

“Thank you. Yes, I know I have friends 
in America. I had one great and noble 
champion in Miss Dodge—Gail Hamliton— 
and while she lived I had strong hopes. 
But she is dead—my dear unknown friend 
is dead.”’ 

I expected at every nod to be cut off 
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on, scarcely waiting to catch my breath: 
“Is there any message you have to send to! 
America?” 

“Only the sume. message,”’ said Florence 
Maybrick—‘‘my thanks, my prayers for 
the happiness of all who have given me a 
world of sympathy, and remember, I am in- 
nocent.”’

“And your children?” -- asked. 

“I 
know nothing of them for the past seven 
years. During the first six years of my 
imprisonment the Maybricks allowed me 
to see pictures of them twice a year and I 
was allowed to keep the photographs in 
my cell for 24 hours each time. 

“Tt was such a comfort to me! But they 
stopped without explanation seven years 
ago and I know nothing—nothing at-all 
about them. My little gir) is 16, my little 
boy a man about 20. I nave never seen 
them since they were taken away from me 
all those years ago. 

“I believe they are told their mother Is 
dead.”’ 

“What do you do, Mrs. Maybrick?” I 
asked. “How do you manage to live 
through these weary days and months?” 

“And years,’ the prisoner said, conclud- 
ing my sentence for me. ‘The prison rou- 
tine never varies. We rise at 5:30 o'clock, 
dress and tidy up our cells. Breakfast 
is brought to the ceils at 6 o'clock. It con- 
sists of tea without milk or sugar and 
dry bread. We used to have cocoa with

“And do you not eat at a common table 
in a refectory, as in our prisons?’ 

“No, we always eat alone in our cells. I 
am glad of it. You see the prisoners here, 
many of.them, are of a terrible class. It 
would be very dreadful to have to eat 
with some of them. Then, too, if one 
cannot eat with our system there is no 
or explanation to make, and, of 
often one simply cannot swallow 


excuse 
course, 
food. 

“After breakfast comes chapel and then 
whatever work we are put to. At present 
[ am in charge of the prison library. I 
do all the repairing and cataloguirg 
and take charge of the books for the chapel 
also. 

“At 12 o'clock we have dinner, soup and 
a stew; then work again till supper. Our 
supper is of cocoa, without milk or sugar, 
and dry bread. We have evening prayers 
just before supper, and are locked in our 
cells for the night. The same routine day 
and week, month and year."’ 


“But you work in the library—that must 
at least be a relief?” 

“O, no, I work In another cell, an unoc- 
cupied cell. Before I began the library 
work I wae in the hospital, but you 
see I am not very strong and the trays 
were too heavy for me I have not been 
very well.’’ 

I asked Mrs. Maybrick how often her 
mother came to see her. She replied every 
three months, adding: “You see, I have 
never had any bad marks and so I get the 
concessions. The system is one of rewards 
and I have 13 years of good behavior back 
of me.”

NEW ORLBANS, March 28.—At a meet- 
of the Louisiana Oyster Commission 
Attorney Dymond made a report of his trip 
fo Washington and to the oyster beds of 
Maryland. Mr. Dymond said that it had 
been generally understood that Louisiana 
Was about 50 years behind Maryland, but 
that he had found, as a matter of fact, 
that Maryland was just now beginning to 
follow the plans that have been outlined 
in Louisiana. It has now only oyster reefs 
which have become depleted, and has never 
Gone anything by private énterprise on 
otherwise barren bettoms.

Houston Odd Fellows Wish to 
Give Up Old Business 
Place, 


HAVE REMOVED ALL THE 
BODIES FROM THE SITE 


Story of an Old Graveyard That Has 
Caused Considerable Litigation 
in the Thriving Texas 
Town. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOUSTON, Tex., March 28.—The Odd 
Fellows of Houston have petitioned the 
city council to open a street leading to 
their property in the old city cemetery. 
If the petition is granted it is the purpose 
of the Odd Fellows to place their cemetery 
holdings on the market and use the pro- 
ceeds in the erection of a costly temple. 

In 1860 the city was using the three 
blocks of ground just back of the Houston 
Infirmary, bounded: by the Huston & 
Texas Central Railroad tracks and Dart 
street, for a city cemetery. 

It was during this year that Lone Star 
Lodge, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
petitioned the city for a section in the 
cemetery, wherein to inter its dead. The 
petition was granted, and a section, 175x100 
feet, was deeded to the lodge. 


The Odd Fellows used the property for 
burial purposes until 1890 and at that’ time 
there were about 50 graves in the plot. 

The city utilized the remainder of the 
cemetery for its dead until it nearly over- 
flowed. A decree was finally issued prohib- 
iting the interment of de bodies in the 
cemetery, as it was rapidly becoming a 
central portion of the city. 

Matters dragged along until 1894 when the 
city conceived the idea of establishing a 
oy park. | 

he cemetery was fixed upon as the loca- 
tion for the proposed Sam Houston Park 
and the city undertook to remove the dead 
bodies and ashes interred therein to some 
other cemetery. 

No sooner had the decision been reached 
when numerous protests arose from the rei- 
atives of the buried dead, and proceedings 
for an injunction were instituted by several 
parties. 

W. H. Wilson was made special judge to 
try the case. The result was a permanent 
injunction restraining the city from remov- 
ing the bodies buried in the cemetery. 

he Odd Fellows were not affected by 
this injunction, however, and owning such 
a valuable piece of property, conceived the 
idea that a removal] of the bodies in their 
section would be advisable. 

About a year after the city had been en- 
anaes Mr. H. F. Roberts of Lone Star 
odge, I. O. O. F., received a notice from 
Mayor Brashear that they could remove 
the bodies of the dead Odd Fellows buried 
in their section of the cemetery, but ad- 
vising that the work be done cautiously, 
80 as not to attract attention, as another 
mrepooe might be secured. 

Mr. Roberts acted upon the advice of 
Mayor Brashear, and few people know to- 
day that the Odd Fellows’ section of the 
<n 4 cemetery has been depopulated of its 
ashes. 

Mr. Roberts wernt to work with two wag- 
one and several employes, dug into the 
graves and removed what there was re- 
maining to Evergreen cemetery, where the 
ashes were all buried in one grave. The 
work was prosecuted both day and night. 
until the entire 50 graves were opened and 
the ashes collected. 

Mr. Roberts states that everything taken 
from about 45 of the graves would not 
have filled a gallon jar. The names of the

LONDON, March 28.—Mrs. J Cham- 
berlain, the American wife of t British 
secretary of the colonies, \will be preated 
Viscountess of Highbury by _the King, if 
rumor ts correct. 

The precedent established in the case of 
Itsraeli is to be followed by the King, it 
1s said. In 1868 Disraeli had declined a 
peerage for himself, but accepted one for 
his wife. 

Mr. Chamberlain is averse to having 4 
peerage conferred on himself, but would 
have no objection to his wife being so hon- 
ored.

BERLIN, March 28.—The decision of 
President Roosevelt not to send the United 
States North Atlantic Squadron to Kiel for 
the regatta week is accepted officially as 
being wise, though Emperor Wildam much 
desired the presence of the American war- 
ships to enliven the annual yachting sea- 
son. 

It is understood here that the Washington 
view of the case was that the visit of the 
squadron to German waters would have 
been considered by the Buropean) cabinets 
to be In the nature of a friendly démonstra- 
tion, unless the warships also touched at 
other shores, and the United States navy 
department was not willing to enter upon a 
prolonged social campaign. 

The Germans added, however, that it is 
not understood why American gehips “con- 
sistently gtay away from German ports.”’ 
Prince Henry of Priss!a, during! his visit 
to the United States, remarked to several 
American naval officers how much he 
would like to see them at Kiel,! and re- 
ceived general assurances that they would 
be pleased to go there.

partment Emperor William's hope’ that the 
American ships would call at Kiel. It is 
further remarked that the United States 
European squadron touche at Italian, 
B’rench, Spanish, Portuguese and) English 
harbors, and sailed up the Baltic, ‘stopping 
at Scandinavian and Russian ports. 
When Admiral Crowninshield’s (flagship, 
the Illinois, Srapecss July 14, 1902, while 
entering the harbor of Christiania, ‘the Ger- 
man miralty offered to dock her at Kiel.

Some rea- 
son about it in this way: 

“The Yankees are a pushing and aggres- 
sive race, a people accustomed to dominate. 
If our government cedes a small strip of 
territory on both banks of the canal, how 


long will it be before the Americans will 
conclude they have not enough and de 
termine they will absorb a bigger slice? 
There is this fear in the minds of many 
Colombians, which operates as an argu- 
ment for the defeat of the treaty. 

“On the other hand many of our pro- 
greesive and educated men warmly advo- 
cate the treatv and they bring the most 
owerful reasons to support their side of 
he controversy. The best argument ad- 
vanced is that Colombia needs the money. 
Our finances are in a deplorable condition. 
One dollar in gold ts worth $70 or $80 of our 
depreciated paper currency. The $10,000, 
ash and $250.000 annual subsidy from the 
Tnited tSates will go a long way toward 
relieving the present financial situation.

A CIGARETTE CONSPIRACY

Courtmartial and Dismissal of a Kentuckian, With 
President’s Approval, Reveals Underground 
Way of Gratifying Desire to Smoke.

WASHINGTON, March 2. — President 
Roosevelt dodés not think the cadets at 
West Point should smoke cigarettes. Yes- 
terday he approved the courtmartial sen- 
tence of dismissal for Cadet Berry of 
Kentucky, who was charged with making 
false statements to the commandant at the 
military academy. | 

At West Point cigarette smoking is dis- 
couraged, though it is popular, among the 
cadets. 

The rule designed to prevent smoking 
stipulates that cadets must not have to- 
bacco in their possession. The mere smok- 
ing of it is not a violation, but the posses- 
sion is. 

Several of the cadets many months ago 
formulated a plan whereby one would pur- 
chase cigarettes while outside the academy 
grounds. 

Upon hig return he would convey the 
cigarettes to a fellow-cadet for a nominal 
consideration, generally 1 cent. The pur- 
chager would then conceal the cigarette 


somewhere, probably in a chimney, but 
would not touch himself again. 


Other cadets, however, would become ap- 
prised of the location of the cigarettes and 
would proceed to help themseives, taking 
one at atime. If an officer entered a room 
where a cadet had just finished one of the 
cigarettes obtained in this manner, and 
sniffing the smoke, demanded of-the cadet 
if he was violating the rule against —— 
tobacco in his possession, the cadet coul 
truthfully answer ‘‘No.”’ 

The legal theory of ownership was 
worked down to a fine point by the syndi- 
cate, and the academy officials were at 
their wits’ ends because there were con- 
tinual evidences of the presence of tobacco, 
but the cadets, whose word of honor is 
always npg aor age declared they had no to- 
bacco in their possession. 

The discovery came one day when, on 
parade, a box of os slipped to the 
ground from Cadet Berry’s sleeve. There 
was an instant investigation. The academy 
officials obtained a clew. It took them 
about three months to unravel the work- 
ings of the system, in which Cadet Berry 
is said to have been one of the prime 
movers. Cadet Berry was tried by court- 
martial. He was not convicted for smoking 
cigarettes, but his testimony was found to 
be badly tangled and he wae convicted of 
making misstatements,

BEARISH SPECULATION 
IS BECOMING POPULA 


Congested Bull Markets Have Become 
Congested Bear Markets—For- 
eigners Buying Wheat Freely 
—Crop Conditions Are of 
the Best.

After having been congested with bullish 
speculation to a dangerous limit, the May 
option was relieved this past week by a 
cleaning out that purged the situation of 
both the chronic bulls and those who were 
bulls on Armour manipulation.

“The old kind of spelling was described

The miss'onary’s work is directed toward 
helping all colored citizens to live nobler 
lives, but he has begun special efforts in 
the Whitechapel district, where the need 
of regeneration seems to be more acute 
than elsewhere in St. Louls, - 

Assistant Chief of Detectives Keeley thus 
defines the general boundaries of the 
VMyutechapel district: “It runs north and 
south from Lucas avenue to Wash street 
and east and west frrom Tenth street to 
Sixteenth street, cutting out, however, the 


rectangle. bounded by Frank'in avenue, | 
Wash street, Thirteenth street and Six- 
teenth street.’’ 


The center of Whitechapel, so far as ne- 
gro population goes, & at the corner of 
High and Linden streets. High street 
runs just west of Twelfth street and is a 
short thorougjifare. Linden street is little 
more than an alley, running between Lu- 
cas avenue and Morgan street, from 
Twelfth to Fourteenth street. Nearly the 
entire population of Linden. street is com- 
posed of negroes, and the High street pop- 
ulation is of the same character. There are 
negro saloons, negro gambling ho¥ses, ne-“ 
gre funch rooms and negro establishments:

courts. There is a class of white people 
mixed up with the negroes, and it is: said 
by the police authorities that the whites 
cause more trouble than the colored peo- 
ple. : 

Kev. Mr. Stewart, however, finds that 
there is plenty of work for him to do in 
the district, and he believes that by hard 
efforts, alded by the public, the d strict may 
be purified. While upholding the law «in 
all things, he is not of the opinion that 
arrest and punishment will solve the prob- 
lem. There must be a rel gious awaken- 
ing, he ‘says, before the dis.rict can be re- 
generated. Ex-convicts and re eased Wo.k- 
house prisoners return to the district, 
bringing wii them companions found in 
prison, and the mischief is doubled. Be- 
sides, there is a constant influx of people 
into the district, from the river boats, the 
cotton plantations and the southern towns. 

“The young colored man in St. Louis,”’ 
says Mr. Stewart, “has by no means the 
same chance of gciting along and keeping 
out of mischief which the young white 
man has. Take, for instance, the young 
negro who comes here from the South. 
There are many of that class, particularly 
in the winter time. That young. man is 
unsophistocated. He has no acquaintances 
Where shall he stop? 


here, no relativos. 
There is no hotel open to him. There is 
no desirable restaurant at which he can 


eat his meals. There is no bparding house 


district in which he can take his choice 
of homes, as the young white man can 
do. 

“What becomes of the young negro

stranger within our gates? 
a cheap negro district, where there 
some rooming or lodging houses, so-called, 
and takes a room. The chances are that 
he will get into an Immoral place without 
intending it. Once there, the result js 
not long in doubt. There are, of course, 
some respectable bearding houses kept by 
colored persons, but the tendency is for 


these houses to become questionable. re- 
sorts, because of the cOnditions surround- 
ing them. For instance, there aree tthe 


steamboat hands, the roustabouts, who run 
on the river a few months and earn big 
wages. They come in from a trip to New 
Orleans or to St. Paul, and rent a room 
in a respectable house. They bring in | 
persons: who ought not to be there, and 
there are go'ngs-on which finally disgrace 
the house and change its character. 

“As a member of the colored race I 
know there are many excélient negroes 
in St. Louis—families that are well brought 
up, orderly, educated, thrifty and ambi- 
tious to be well thought of; but, owing 
to the conditions surrounding the negro, 
I say that it is more diff'cuit for him to 
be respectable than for the white peop?e, 

“It is our floating population of negroes 
that give the city the most trouble, and 
that is largely on account of there being no 
hotel facilities for them, as I have pointed 
out already. In th's respect we are worse 
off than we wefe twenty-five years ago. 
We need some good hotel accommodations 
for colored people, and if such a house 
could be built or bought inm.a convenient 
neighborhood it would "be a godsend to our 
race and help us materially to solve this 
problem. 

“It is a delicate problem, on account of 
the old race question and the feeling that 
exists against.the negro f'n some quarters. 
I believe there are many white men of 
means. who would contribute toward (the 
support of this mbvement ff it were ot 
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Mr. Stewart is now holding meetings on 
Sundays and severa! nights each week in 
the old church building at E)l°venth and 
Locust streets, and his plan is to organize 
popular features in connection with the 
work which will attract the colored peo- 
ple who now epend their idle t'me in sa- 
loons and other resorts nct calculated to 
benefit or to conserve the public peace. 

As 2 useful adjunct to the work of re- 
generation, the missionary suggests a club- 
house for-colored people. This should, he 
says, be locited near the district most 
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frequented by the class of people whom 
it is desirable to reach. There: should 
be good reading matter, non-gambling 
games, athletic exercises, baths, music and 
other features. 


Mr. Stewart knows many good musi- 
clans and singers among his race who 
might be brought to co-operate if a se- 
ries of popular coricerts could be arranged. 
“They would come and lend their services 
if their car fare were paid,’’ he. says, “and 
it would not take a great amount of money

ST. LOUIS LAW LIBRARY WILL BE DOUBLED IN SIZE 


T. LOUTS lawyers, by the payment of 
S annual dues sufficient to purchase 
two or three law books,:have the uSe 
of a daw Hbrary containing about 28,000 
volumes, and the members of the Law 
Library Association of St. Louis just now 
ire elated over tlre prespect of obtaining 
for the library almost twice as much 
room in the old courthouse as it occupies 
at present. It is the expectation that the 
occupied by, the circuit 
clerk, om the second floor, wilt be turned 
over to the n@w library, which will afford 
space. for- an expansion that is sorely 
necded; in, view of the present cramped 
quarters and the recent large increase in 
the membership and the general use of 
the great library. 

That this is a great library for law- 
yers no authority will dispute. The claim 
is mate by competent attorrieys that the 
St. Louis law library is one of the two 
or three greatest in the United States, 
It contains practically all the legal works 
of value to the working lawyer, no mat-

ter his requirements. There are 
or three other lHbraries with 
as large a number of volumes as this, 
and the St. Louis library contains many 
rare volumes not found elsewhere. 

For many years the law lbrary has 
been housed in the southeast wing of the 
courthouse. The entire snace in- filled with 
books from floor to ceiling, and much 
more shelf room is needed. It is the 
intention of the association, when.the en- 
larged quarters are available, to add con- 
sultation rooms and a smoking room to 
the library. 

Some of the books in this law library 
are of great value, being cut of print. 
The-otdest volume is a collection of court 
reports printed at Rouen in 1470, before 
the discovery of America. The fiyleaf 
states that it was printed by Guillaume 
Tailleur for Richard Pynson. The bock 
is in the original binding and is a won- 
derfully well preserved specimen of print- 
ing.

Its 
eollection of court’ reports is kept up to 
date, several ccop'es of each report being 
purchased, for the use of members in the 
courtrooms.

At present there are approximately 500 
members. For the young lawyer, just en- 
tering the profession, the library is a veri- 
table godsend. By the payment of a mem- 
bership fee of $20 and annual dues of $15 
he has the privilege of us'ng as many as 
he may require out of 28,000 volumes, As 
a rule the young lawyer's private working 
library is by no means adequate to his 
needs, and the expense of buying. law books 
falls heavily upon him. With a library 
like this at his command, however, he !s 
in- a position to consult any euthorities 
required, at a very trifling expense.

No individual lawyer can afford 
such a collection of bocks as the library 
eontains: and if one could afford it he

The test called 
for by the citys contract with the 
manufacturers, the Allis-Chalmers Co. 
of Milwaukee, was completed on one 
of these engines few days ago 
and is now in progress on an- 
Other. Tho nature of these tests, which re- 
quire that an engine shall run night and 
day for an entire month without stopping 
for an instant, gives some suggestion of the 
importance of the acquisitions. 

The new engines have a combined pump- 
ing capacity of 90,000,000 gallons of water 
per day. This is within 6,000,000 of the 
maximum consumption in St. Louis, and is 
23,000,000 gallons in excess of the average 
consumption. 

These engines, therefore, 
Supplying all the water the city uses ex- 
cept at the max!mum demand, which, as a 
rule occurs for a brief period in midsummer. 
They are reinforced however with 18 other 
engines of older make and it is not at 
all likely that the new pumps will ever be 
called upon to work to their full capacity 
Simultaneously. Their combined capac'ty 
ia mentioned in comparison with the de- 
mand merely to show what these huge ma- 
chines could do in an emergency. 

Another comparison may be of Interest 
If the Agricultural building to be erected 
at the World's Fair, the largest structure 
on the grounds or elsewhere !n the United 
States, were turned into an epormous water 
tank, it would be 1600 feet long. 500 feet 
wide and 6) feet deep, yet these five en- 
gines could pump the tank full of water tn 
less than five days. Before the end of the 
fifth day the water would run over the top 
and epill down toward Skinker road, mak- 
ing a succeseor of the lamented Rives Des 
Peres in the basin formed by that historic 
roadway. This vast volume of 99,000.00 gal- 
lons of water daily, could it be pumped con- 
tinuously through one huge main with an 
opening on Vandeventer avenue at Olive 
atreet, would flood the slight depression at 
that point and cause the people to take to 
their second-story rooms, and within a few 
hours the water would rush over the hill 
toward Grand averue and sweas down the 
enastern slope of the city in a destructive 
torrent

There is a little brick house between 
the Baden pumping station and the Mis- 
sissippi river, through which the entire 
city water supply of St. Leuis passes. 
After the murky water leaves the in-take 
at Chain of Ricks, four miles above Baden, 
it passes through settling basins, which 
relieve it of some of its mud. Then it 
runs through a big conduit to this little 
red house, where there is a system of gates 
whereby a part of the big stream is di- 
verted. One portion flows into the pumps 
at Baden, the other portion flows down 
to Rissel’s Point to be sucked up by the 
gigantic pumps at that station. 


From the Baden station the water is 
pumped to the higher levels in the city, 
euch as the Hospital for the insane, which 
is 200 feet above the river. Forest Park 
and the World's Fair are supplied from 
this station also. The lower levels, the 
downtown district,-and parts of North 8t. 
Louis and Carondelet are supplied from the 
Bissell's Point pumps. Undernesth the 
surface of the city streets there is a net- 
work of water maine, running in size from 
36 to 6 inches, those of the high-level sys- 
tem occasionally crossing those if the low- 
level system. The engines at Baden per- 
form the duty of pumping water to the 
far north, west and southwest sections of 
the city, supplying the high plateaus in 
those districts with plenty of water. 

Practically the only difference in the 
dimensions of these engines is In the size 
of the plunger, which is 33% inches in the 
Bissell's Point pumps and 29% inches in 
those at Baden. 


The new machines stand 63 ‘feet hign. 
For a comparison as to the height of the 
big pump-engines, take a six-story build- 
ing. One of these great machines would 
reach up to the roof of an ordinary six- 
story factory, w'th 10-foot ceilings. If the 
engine were placed outdoors with ail 
‘ts parts above ground, one might 
gain a correct impression of its| enormous 
sige; but in its present surroundings it 
looks only about half ite true size. Set in 
‘ts solid position for work, only half the 
engine is above the surface of the ground. 

To establish the foundations of this giant 
pump was the work of months.| The first 
thing was to get down into the bowels of 
the earth for a solid start. Inside the 
pum ing station-house a deep pit was dug. 
é) teet Delow the ground floor. The dig- 
vers went down to bedrock, and upon this 
firm base they built a concrete structure up 
to the level at which the lower part of 
the machinery was to be set. Upon the 
concrete bed were laid three bed-pilates, 
great rectangular pleces of cast-iron, sev- 
eral feet high and with crusts two inches 
thick, to support the engine. These bed- 
plates weigh 4 tons each—48,000 pounds, 
big wagon loads: They

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hoisted up and let down into their places 
by means of huge derricks. It was neces- 
sary to set them in the concrete at an ab- 
solutely horizontal plane. Then upon the 
bed-plates were placed the lower columns 
of the engine frame, gigantic cast-iron sup- 
ports apparently sufficient in strength to 
hold up any weight that possibly could be 
piled upon them. The outlet elbows weré 
put on and connected with the discharge 
main, and the pumps were placed in posi- 
tion to suck in water from the 3é-inch 
main that runs from the ilttle brick house 
mentioned before. 


On top of the lower columns was placed 
another bed-plate of cast-iron, for the 
crank shaft. On this was reared an upper 
frame of huge cast-iron columns and on 
top of that the steam cylinders—high, in- 
termediate and low pressure. 

Between the columns are set two im- 
mense fiy wheels, 20 feet in diameter, that 
revolve 17 times per minute, pumping 836 
gallons of water at eve-y revolution. Eac*) 
of the fly wheels weighs 38 tons. Th32 
stroke of the brightly polished piston which 
works the 33-inch plunger up and down is 
six feet. The engine is of 812 horse-power, 
and the boiler pressure is 145 pounds. The 
weight of the entire engine is 800 tons. 

The visiter to the waterworks pumping 
station seas at first only the upper works 
of the machine. To a certain degree this 
engine suggests a warship; below and 
aloft the machinery reaches, and one must 
go below decks to see it all. The descent 
is made by stairway, three flights. with 
landings between, so that the engineers 
and oilers and cleaners may reach the va- 
r.ous parts of the machinery. Platforins 
with iron floors run around the maqlne, 
and polished brass railings serve to keep 
the visitor frrom falling.

HE Mississippi river is watched by 


T the United States government as 
' closely as a convict is guarded in 
priscn. The Mississippi is like a naughty 
boy and it must be watched, or it will get 
into mischief. It is also like a girl in that 
it has ites moods, which change with the 
sun. and clouds; now it is in the dumps, 
sluggish and low spirited, then its mood 
changes. The sky weeps and the river be- 
comeées unruly. In a few days it leaps al! 
bounds, and tears away levees as in a fit 
of passion, and devours houses and lands, 
humans and eanimals. Then it subsides, 
its energics exhausted and its waters 
wasted in the Gulf of Mexico. 

How does the government watch it? 
By means of tide gauges set at intervals 
on tts banks along its course from 8t. 
Paul to New Orleans. The most important 
of all the gauges are those set at St. 
Louls, below where the Missour!l empties 
ita flood into the Mississippi, and at Catro. 
Ill.; Memphis, Tenn.; Greenville, Miss... and 
New Orleans. : 

The purpose of these gauges is to learn 
the height of the water above mean low 
water, and its approach to the danger line. 

The “danger line’ is a point of great 
significance along the river. The term rea!- 
iy means that when the river is bank full 
of water there is danger of an overflow, 
and consequent possibility of damage to 
property, and the cessation of travel and 
transportation on the railroads.

From the upper landings one 
may look down upon the fiywheels going 
around, the piston moving with rhyth- 
mic stroke in its ,six-feot circle, and 
the big plunger works away, forcin> 
the water through the mains milés 
and miles distant, so that the tiniest fau- 
cet in the kitchen and bathroom of the West 
End fiat is ever ready to flow a stout 
stream. 

After climbing all these stairways, be!ow 
and aloft, and taking a glimpse of the 
thing fore and aft and amidships, one oe- 
gins to comprehend that here has been 
built up a stationary, solid-set monster of 
mechanism that is worth one’s while going 
to see. 

These big engines run nearly a year be- 
fore the final tests are made. They are such 
huge things that it takes months to get 
all. their parts adjusted with the exact 
nicety that !s required in order to perform 
their work.

The gauge at St. Louis set in the 
levee near the Harbor Office.

A government officer in times of ordinary 
water reads the gauge at 6:30 o'clock every 
morning, and reports it to the United States 
weather bureau, from which it is tele- 
graphed to all points along the river. and 
each of those points telegraphs its stage 
of water to all the others. The observer 
also reports the stage to the U 
engineer, who informs the go 


out serious shortcomings being discovered, 
the contractors prepare for the test. This 
requires 30 days, the engine running every 
minute of that time. There is no shut- 
down, not even for a hot box. In case a 
journal becomes heated and begins to 
emoke, they turn the hose on it. A hot box 
brings a railroad train to a standstill, but 
not s®@with this giant pumping engine dur- 
ing the test. Men stand by at all hours 
to read the register of gallons pumped, 
record the fluctuations, if any, take note of 
the pecullarities of the individual machine 
and render other service necessary at such 
an important test. The engine, of course, 
is controlled for the time by its manufac- 
turers, who send their special men to look 
after their interests. Their object is to 
make the engine perform not only its con- 
tract duty, but as much as possible in ex- 
cess. 

For instance, the five new engines are re- 
quired, as a condition precedent to accept- 
ance, to lift 135,000,000 foot pounds per 1000 
pounds of steam; that is, to I'ft 135,000,000 
pounds one foot. The contract price is 
about $93.000 for each engine. If an engine 
can do more than the contract duty during 
the month of test the makers earn a bonus 
which is added to the price to be paid vy 
the city. The bonus is $1000 for every mil- 
lion foot pounds in excess of the contract 
stipulation. Nils Johnson, the engineer in 
charge of the work of installing the engines 
for the city, says that the bonus on the 
engine now being tested at Baden will 
amount to a good many thousands of dol- 
lars.

‘The Conquest” tells the story of the ces-

of the old st. Louis houses, when, early in 
the morning of May 9, 1904, American 
troops crossed the river from Cahokia and 
Clark’s men from the camp formed in line 
with fife and drum and colors flying. At 
their head Maj. Amos Stoddard of Boston 
and Capt. Merriwether Lewis of Virginia 
led up to the government house. 

‘Black Hawk the famous Sac chief, was 
there to see his Spanish father. He looked 
out. 

‘“*Here ‘comes your Amefican 
said the Commandant de Lassus. 

“*I do not want two fathers,’ responded 
Black Hawk. 

‘“Dubiously shaking his head as the Amer- 
icans approached, Black Hawk and his re- 
tinue flapped ‘thetr’ blankets out*of*one door 
as Stoddard and Capt. Lewis entered the 
other. 

“Away to his boats Black Hawk. sped, 
pulling for dear life up stream to his vil- 
lage at Hock Island. And with him went 
Singing Bird, the bride of Black Hawk. 

“ ‘Strange people have taken St. Louis.’ 
said the Hawk to his Sacs. ‘We shall never 
See our Spanish father again.’ 

“A flotilla.of Frenchmen came up from 
Kaskaskia—Menard, Edgar, Francis Vigo 
and their friends. villagers left their work 
in the fields; all St. Louis flocked to La 
Place d’Armes in front of the government 
house to see the transfer. 

“In splendid, showy uniforms, every offi- 
cer of the Spanish garrison stood at arms, 
intently watching the parade winding up 
the limestone footway from the boats ,be- 
low. : 

“With its public archives and the proper- 
ty of a vast demesne, Don Carlos de Hault 
de Lassus handed over to Maj. Stoddard the 
keys of the government house in behalf of 
France. A salvo of cannonry shook St. 
Louis. 

‘People of Upper Louisiana,’ began De 
Lassus in a choked and broken voice, ‘by 
order of the King I am now about to sur- 
render this post and its dependencies. The 
flag which has protected you during nearly 
36 years will no longer be seen. The oath 
you took now ceases to bind. Your faith- 
fulness and courage in upholding it will be 
remembered for ever. From the bottom of 
my heart I wish you all prosperity.’ 

“De Laiksus. Stoddard, Lewis, Clark and 
the soldiers filed up the yellow path, past 
the old log church to the fort on the hill.

He Has Been Slain in the Biggest Wolf Chase Ever 
Organized in Missouri—300 Men and 300 Dogs 
Pursued Him—The King Had Killed Stock and 
Been a Terror in Howell and Oregon Counties 
for Years, 


WEST PLAINS, Mo., March 20. 
HERE is great rejoicing among the farmers of Howell and Oregon 
counties over the death’ of the King of the Wolves, the enormous 
gray wolf which for years has terrorized this section of the Ozark 
mountain country, killing sheep and goats, frightening children on their 
way to school, and making. short work of all packs of dogs put upon his 
trail. tee 
The fierce animal: was finally brought to bay and killed by John Mc- 
Millan, on St. Patrick’s dav, in the -greatest wolf hunt that ever took 
place in southwest Missouri. The hunt was organized purposely to slay 
this notorious leader of the marauding band of wolves that has given, the 
farmers and stockraisers in: the vicinity of West Plains, Blandsville, 
Koshkonong, Thayer, Alton and Maney Springs more trouble than any .

HERE are many wolves in Oregon individual distinction. was

That wolf 
welcomed a fight. On St. Patrick's day he 
got one, and it proved to be his last. 

The Ozark mountaineers conspired against 
the King. They determined. no longer to 
be ruled by a great, gaunt, gray wolf. They

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conspired upon so large a scale that all the 
ferocity and courage of ‘the King could not 
Save him. 

Early in.March invitations were sent to 
hundreds of farmers and townsmen by T. 
M. Culver, of Koshkonong, a leading peach 
grower. Mr. Culver invited many crack 
marksmen, old wolf hunters, fox. drivers 
deer slayers and adepts at 
kinds -of game. The responses were tWum- 
erous, for all wanted to take a hand én the 
killing of the King.’ The preparations wer: 
made with the care and skill of an army 
general making ready for battle. A map 
of the wolf country was made, and a ‘cifcle 
sx miles in diameter was drawn by Mr. 
Culver. At the center of this circle is 
Maney Springs. That is almost in the cen- 
ter of Oregon County. To the north’ are 
the wolf caves, so constructed by nature 
that even old Israel Putnam could-hardly 
hope to enter one of ‘them and come out 
ulive, so numerous are the wolves that 
take refuge with‘n. ; 

Whenm-more than 300 men had responded 
to the .call, Mr. Culver divided the force 
into eight sauads, according to their loca- 
tion with reference to the hunting ground. 
A captain was appointed for each squad, 
each captain being instructed to have his 
men at a designated spot on the rim of the 
circle at an appointed hour for beginning 
the wolf drive. The captains were located 
as follows: Judge J. M. Franks of Thom- 
asville, on the north; Jesse Elliott’ on the 
northwest; Charles Chastain on the west; 
Ww. C. Paynter on the southwest; J. D 
Wilkerson ‘on the south; Bob Williams on 
the southeast; John King on the east, and 
William Bales on the northwest. Bales its 
a noted marksman and is ‘known in this 
section as “the Deer Slayer of the 
Ozarks.”’

‘tors will be shown the little electric rail- 
way known as the “ammunition hoist,” 
through which the cartridges are sent up 
to the turret from the 12-inch magazine 
down in the bottom of the ship. 

It will be well, too, for the visitors to 
bea. in mind the purpose of this curious 
craft. She is not intended as a roamer 
of the high seas, but is primarily for 
the defense of harbors and of the estuaries 
of great rivers like the Mississippi. 
One ship like the Arkansas down at Vicks- 
burg or New Orleans might hold the Mis- 
sissippi against the combined naval power 
of any navy which might attempt to as- 
cend the river. Herein lies her formidable 
character. Anchored in smocoth water a 
vessel like the Arkansas has almost the 
effective fighting strength of a ship like 
the Iowa or the Kentucky, both of which 
are long-range, sea-going craft, and under 
certain circumstances the Arkansas might 
be found even more effective in war than 
a first-class battleship of this type. 

The Arkansas is not pretty to look at. 
but she could within a period of hardly 
more than an hour destroy the entire Unit-

ed States navy of 30 years ago. No ship 
of her dimensions and power except a mon- 
itor could ascent the Mississippi as far 45 
St. Louis. In coming up the niver she 
Stands high out of the water and her 
draught is light. She can thus go into 
places where no battleship carrying 12-inch 
guns could follow her. 

She is well equipped to rerel any torpedo 
boats which may make a rush at her. hav- 
ing a large number of small rapid-fire guns 
scattered about the deck and in the ar- 
mored top. With her 12-inch rifies the Ar 
kansas could destroy a warship at a dis- 
tance of six miles. She could also prob- 
ably reduce very formidable land batteries. 

Had a vessel like the Arkansas been in 
the hands of the Federal authorities at the 
time of the civil war there never would 
have been a siege of Vicksburg nor any 
dramatic passage of the forts at the mouw> 
of the Mississippi by Farragut. This ship 
could have passed the forts without firing 
a shot, being so heavily armored that the 
largest misa@iles used at that time would 
glance off her side like peas. 

When visitors go aboard next month they 
will look with interest at these heavy plat- 
ings of armor about the superstructure and 
on the sides of the ship. It will be well, 
however, for people to bear in mind that 
a large part of the visible ship is intended 
to be whot away in battle. This part is 
formed of comparatively light steel. But 
there is a well-defined part of the ship pro-

Lying low upon the water, with nearly 
all of her éxposed hull stoutly covered with 
armor ranging from five to 11 inches thick, 
with her two big guns well housed in a tur- 
ret of hardened steel 11 inches thick, and 
with the bases of her smokestack and ven- 
tilators guarded by folds of the same tough 
metal, she offers but a limited target to an 
enemy's fire. The housing amidships, of no 


military importance, could be riddled from 
end to end and turned into a tangled bunch 
of plates an angles. but so long as the 
turret remained intact the ship would be 
practically as formidable as ever. 

The main battery consists of two 12-inch 
guns in the forward turret; four 4-inch rap- 
id-fire rifles, mounted on the corners of the 
superstructure, and a number of smaller 
rapid-fire guns, the ebject of which is to. re- 
pel torpedo craft. Accordingly they are 
mounted on the superstructure and up in 
the fighting top. The vessel carries no tor- 
pedo outfit. 

For supplementing the batteries about 
river mouths and guarding the approaches 
to bays, especially in the shallow waters of 
the Southern coast, the Arkansas and her 
class would certainly prove valuable and 
formidable craft in time of conflict, for the 
12-inch gun has an unpleasantly long reach, 
and in a shallow-draughted vessel of this 
type could be placed at points where least 
expected. 

The two triple expansion ‘engines, actu- 
ating twin screws, are able to send the 
ship along at a 12-knot clip. To do this 
she carries four water-tube boilers working 
at the high pressure of 20 pounds. Aside 
from the tax upon the men in the fire- 
rooms—a peg worse, in some respects, than 
that upon the sorely tried men in the en- 
gine rooms—a great deal of heat is radi- 
ated through the whole of the inner body 
of the craft.

Working along the American coast, the 
coal supply of 200 tons gives the Arkansas 
a considerable radius of action, while mod- 
est draft enables her to safeguard many 
of the minor seaboard cities and towns 
not protected by permanent batteries. - 

The Arkansas and her sister ships were 
really inspired by the needs of the grow- 
ing nava) militia, and were intended, in 
their inception, as drill ships for civilian 
sallors, thus leaving the cruising ships 
to their legitimate duties. The batteries 
of these monitors cover the general ord- 
nance instruction of all classes of serv- 
ice guns, and would fit a man for ready 
duty on all but a torpedo boat; while in 
the other fields of a sailorman’s educa- 
tion they cover the arts of navigation, 
seamanship and tactical evolutions, and 
the very important duties of the firemen 
and engineers—the true life-givers of every 
modern man-of-war.

A man with the purchasing power of 
Rockefeller could practically own the rural 
land of entire states. A number of such 
men could practically control the farms of 
the entire country. Many of the largest 
and most productive farms in the West are 
already owned by eastern capitalists, many 
of whom have never even seen their west- 
ern possessions, which are operated entirely 
on a tenant system, and solely for profit. 
The owners are not farmers in any sense 
of the word. They are landlords, and, Hv- 
ing at a great «listance from their estates, 
are seldom interested in the question of 
public improvement in the neighborhood of 
their farms, and are, of course, entirely 
lacking in what the farmers cal! local 
pride. As a result, the small farm-owners 
din the neighborhood receive but little aid 
from the large property owner in advanc- 
ing the interest of the community. Secre- 
tory George C. Dilis of the state board of 
agriculture, when interviewed for the Sun- 
Gay Post-Dispatch on the present tenden- 
ey toward the tenant system, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“In the consideration of this question, it 
ig necessary to take into consideration the 
changed conditions which have taken place 
in the United States. During the last two 
decades millions of free or cheap govern 
ment land have been settled, and other mil 
lions of acres of cheap or unimproved land 
have been brought into cultivation. At th

Vated by this class. In 1890 71.6 per cent of 
whole number of farms was cultivated by 
Owners, and in 1880 74.4 per cent was in the 
same class. Thus it will be seen that dur- 
ing the decade of ‘80 to '90 there was a de- 
crease of owners of only 2.8 pér cent, but 
for the decade of '% to 1900 there was a de- 
crease of 7.9 per cent.

Straightway went forth and shot a man 

Terrill was the first man arrested tried 
and convicted under the new law. The 
crime was committed almost b®fore the 
Signature of governor on the document 
was dry. 

The sooting was the result of a dispute 
over a land claim, and the carefully 
drawn bill was designed to put an end to 
Similar acts of lawlessness. Human life 
had become mighty cheap in Oklahoma. 
and Terrill had made a speech in support 
of che measure, declaring that the killing 
of people must be stopped. 

He has fougnt much harder to escape 
punishment under his own law than he did 
to have the measure passed. He has had 
four trials, has twice been sentenced to 
imprisonment for life and is now serving a

sentence of 12 years. 

He is confined in the Kansas penitentiary 
about four miles from Leavenworth. Ok- 
lahoma has no prison and it has made a 
contract with Kansas to care for its con- 
victs. 

Terrill is therefore a prisoner—and the 
most troublesome  prisoner—in the state 
where formerly the used to assist ‘‘Sockless 
Jerry’’ S'mpson_in his congressional cam- 
paigns. Terrill was a most enthusiastic 
and hardworking Populist in those days. 

He claims that his prosecution is due 
to the spite of the people of Guthrie be- 
caues he worked hard to have the capital 
of the territory moved to Oklahoma City. 

“The people of Guthrie are trying to 
keep me out of Oklahoma while I live 
and out of heaven when I die,” Terrill said 
to the correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

Ever since he was first convicted Terrill 
has been trying to prove .that the Crimes 
and Punishment act, which he framed and 
under which he was convicted, is uncon- 
stitutional. He maintains that inasmuch 
as he was the autor of it he ought to 
know more about it than anyone else, and 
that when he says it is illegal the judges 
ought to believe him and let him go free. 

But the highest courts in Oklahoma and 
Kansas have decided that the Terrill act 
is constitutional on every point that has 
been raised.

HE report that the Yaqui Indians 
were led by “Apache Kid,”" in their 
recent victory over the Mexican 

troops, haus sent a shudder through the 
Southwest. for Arizona has not yet for- 
gotten the deeds of this famous detspera- 
dv. The possibility that “Apache Kid” 
may be alive is sufficient to arouse the 
interest of the entire Southwest. where for 
years the “Kid's” name was a \living 
terror. Whenever “Apache Kid" went. 
during his long career of crime, he left a 
trail of blood behind him. Arizona and 
Sonora were dotted with crosses and 
bleaching skeletons showing the trail of 
this ferocious renegade, whose cruel eyes 
never stemed to know so much as a gleam 
of pity. Victoria, Cochis, Geronimo and 
other chiefs usually operated at the head 
of large bands, but the “Kid played a 
lone hand. 

Every white man was the sworn enemy 
of *“‘Apache Kid,"’ and he- was, therefore, 
to be killed without mercy. He was des- 
perate and untainable, and, unlike most 
savages. he never knew when he was 
beaten. The favorite places for the raids 
of “Apache Kid" were the towering high- 
lands and sheer ciiffs of the Catalina, 
Méscal and Rinecon mountains, which clus- 
ter about northern Mexico and Southeast- 
ern, Arizona. Great deserts must be 
cro@sed to reach these foothills. Here, in 
his boyhood haunts, the “Kid” would creep 
upon lonely prospectors and carry out his 
bloed feud*against. the whole white race. 
Foothills and deserts afforded splendid 
hiding places for this crafty savage, who 
was as adept at hiding his own trial as he 
was in finding the trails of others. Some- 
times he fought against tremendous per- 
sonal odds, but that made no difference 
to the “Kid.” A splendid shot, a fine 
horseman and seemingly knowing no such 
thing as thiret or fatigue, which strike 
the white men so helpless in the South- 
western desert, ‘the savage worked his 
wil] for years, until he had made his wl- 
derness headquarters a place to be shunned 
by the most daring. 

It was generally supposed througbout the 
Southwest that the “Kid had met his 
-at the hands of the famous scout,

Clarke, so named by Capt. Ross: 
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he had been put in charge of a 
band of Hualpai Indians dur'ng scouting 
campaigns. At anv rate, whether the 
““‘Kid"’ did meet his death, or whether he is 
now with the Yaqui Indians, his fight witir 
Clarke is one of the classics of the South- 
west. Early in his career “Apache Kid” 
had killed a scout named William Diehl. 
who was Wallapai Clarke's side-partner. 
Clarke was away at the time of the killing. 
but John Scanlan, a third partner, had just 
left the cabin to get some mesquite. He 
heard a couple of shots, and reached the 
cabin just in time to see Diehl fall. and 
several Indians near. Scanlon opened fire. 
and the indians retreated, taking with 
them “Old Pete,’ a famous horse belonging 
to Clarke. From that day Walapai Clarke 
swore vengeance. For years he followed 
the “‘Kid,”’ and the “‘Kid” sought in turn to 
do away with Clarke. It was the Indian’s 
cunning matched against the white man’s 
bravery and resource, and at last the white 
man won—temporarily, at least. 


One day Clarke went to his cabin in the 
upper Galluro Mountains. The place had 
been rifled, and immense tracks. the trade- 
mark of “Apache Kid,’ were found about 
the place. Clarke feared his horses had 
been taken, and made his way carefully 
back to his lower cabin, taking advantage 
of all the cover the rocks afforded. Keen 
eyes watched the gulch, and at last, just 
before sunset, Clarke saw something move. 
He recognized “Old Pete."’ and following 
him “‘Apache K'‘d.”’ Clarke fired. and the 
“Kid” flung up his hands and went to the 
ground in a heap. Slowly Clarke crossed 
the guich. When he came within close 
rifie range the Indian straightened up and 
opened fire. A duel followed, the Indian 
and white man pumping bullets at each 
other from behind bowlders. Finally, at 
nightfall, Clarke's partners came to his 
rescue. “Old Pete" heard Clarke's shouts 
to his partners ,and deserted the Indian. 
Next morning Clarke and his partners 
took up the trall, and found the dead body 
of a squaw whom the “Kid” had stoten 
from the San Carlos reservation. blood 
tracks were found and were followed for 
a distance, when they disappeared, as did 
the trail. From that day to this “Apache 
Kid" has never been seen by a white man, 
and until the rumor of his reappearance 
with the Yaquis came to the ears of his ok!

Of the peat briquette-making processes 
actually employed, the value of which has 
been fully established by experience, one 
of the most interesting is that invented 
by C. Schlickeysen of Rizdorf-Berlin, and 
practically operated there, at Munich and 
other places. The peculiar feature of this 
system ig that by it black, dense briquettes 
of high caloric value are made from peat 
without the application of heat—simply 
through the action of kneading and drying. 

The accompanying illustration shows a 
machine of this type in operation, the raw 
turf coming up by an endless belt or eleva- 
tor running in the long sloping trouzh 
which leads to the peat bed—for these ma- 
chines are portable and are generally car- 
ried on temporary railway tracks laid so

Instead of using 
pews for the use of the congregation, the 
designer filled their places with substantial 
chairs of a simple design, and through a 
miscalculation there were a few more of 
them made than the church would accom- 
modate. The chairs were put On sale, and 
the San Francisco agent of the New York 
designer seeing them, bought one and sent 
it Bast. 

From that one chair the New York de- 
signer evolved the style of furniture which 
now is almost as well known to the average 
householder as fs the familiar Morris chair.

New fCub-Surface Boat ls Expected to Do Wonders in War. 
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HARLES L. BURGER, a New York 

( jawyer, has invented what is said 
by naval experts to be the coming 

boat in sea fighting. It is called the sub- 
furface boat, so named beeause it consists 
of two long, narrow boats, one immediately 
above the other. The higher boat is on 
the surfaee of the water; the lower one 
is entirely submerged. It carries the ‘gas- 
oline engines which are to drive the queer 
craft 16 knote an hour, and also carries 
the torpedo tube with which the craft is 
to throw torpedoes against ships of war. 

The upper deck of this novel boat is of 
cellulose and unsinkable. It carries a con- 
ning tower for the pilot. This conning 
is too smal to be struck with a 
large shot, and it carries sufficient armor 
to protect the pilot from samall shot. 

The subsurface boat is designed to 
fight in the open. It is supposed to be 
fast enough te dart In and deliver its 
torpedo without offering the guns of a 
battleship or cruiser enough exposed -suf- 
face for an effective shot. One of the boats 
is being built by a company organized by 
the inventor, and if the craft meets cx- 
pectations the invention will be purchased 
by the United States government.
